The two biggest questions marks floating 
around the village of Antioch are when and 
where will a new grocery store locate in the 
village. 
=Rumors galore are afloat, with no one, not 
even those at the village hall, confirming any. 
of them. . 

Although A&P has only stated that they at 
no time released information affirming the 
fact that they had sold their closed building 
in the Antioch Shopping Plaza to Scot Lad,_ 
the educated feeling is that some type of food 
store will be located in that building before 
the additional summer traffic hits .the 
village.^ 

Tom Santino, developer of Harbor Ridge, 
north of Antioch, said that the negotiations to 
put a Jewel-Osco-K-Mart shopping complex 
at the intersection of Rte. 59 and Grass Lake 
Rd. are "still in committee." 

"I expect the next ring of the telephone to 
be more information, on the complex," he 

'said. 

The proposed site for the shopping mall is 



on 16 acres in the commercial development 
\oi Harbor Ridge. 

If the developers of/theTshopping complex 
give the green light, it is expected that there 
will be a strong effort to annex to the village 
all the property from, the present village 
limits, along Rte. 59 to Grass Lake Rd. in- 
cluding those 16 acres. A complex of this 
magnitude will have need for sewers, water 
and fire and police protection. 

Reports have those' at the. village hall 
working on the possibility of such an an- 
nexation already.

Today, the average greetmg~card-seldom- 
costs less then $1. In fact when you add to 
that some wrapping paper and ribbon, you 
almost have the bygone price of a small gift. 
This may have given rise to the popularity of 
using -news and.funny_papers for wrapping 
gifts instead of garbage, and colored yarn 
from the sewing basket in the place of costly 
ribbon. 

Speaking of being economical, my mother 
has a way of getting the most out of the cards 
she receives. . . 

VFor an entire year, she tacks them up in 
her family room, using their colorful artwork 
for interior decoration. She has even been 
known to take one down, cut the artwork on 
the front off and add a personal note on the 
•back, when in desperate need of a card. Of 
course she only does this if cutting the 
signature off doesn't work;

_ It seems, that for five years, she had been 
quietly retrieving her card after I opened it, 
and I had been getting the same card every 
year.
